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SPECIAL  INFORMATION 


In  former  years  Kittrell  College  has  offered  four  years  of 
High  School  and  four  years  of  College  Work.  But  to  meet  the 
increasing  requirements  for  standardization  in  North  Carolina, 
the  College  has  reduced  its  offering,  beginning  with  the  school 
year  1930-31,  to  the  following 

1.  Two  years  of  standard  College  Work. 

2.  Four  years  of  standard  High  School  Work. 

The  two  years  of  standard  College  Work  include  the  regular 
college  courses  leading  to  the  degree  of  A.B.  and  B.S.,  also 
qualifications  for  the  Elementary  and  Grammar  Grade  Certificates. 

Beginning  with  the  school  year  1931-32  Kittrell  College  will 
offer  a Pre-Medical  Course,  improved  as  necessary,  to  meet  the 
entrance  requirements  of  all  standard  Medical  Schools. 

All  students  desiring  high  school  and  college  training,  at 
minimum  expense,  to  qualify  for  Elementary  and  Grammar  Grade 
teachers;  for  entrance  to  the  Medical  Schools  or  to  take  up  other 
professions,  will  find  at  Kittrell  College  a rare  opportunity. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  above  offerings  will  be  increased  with  the 
years,  through  the  cooperation  and  financial  aid  of  friends  of  the 
institution.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


HISTORICAL  NOTE 

Kittrell  College  is  located  on  the  historic  place  known  as 
“Kittrell  Springs,”  in  Vance  County,  N.  C.,  on  the  main  line 
of  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  and  the  Atlantic  Highway  or 
Federal  Route  No.  1,  seven  miles  south  of  Henderson  and  thirty- 
six  miles  north  of  Raleigh,  on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sites  in  the 
country.  It  is  410  feet  above  sea  level,  on  a hill  that  slopes 
gently  to  the  north  and  west,  affording  perfect  drainage.  The 
site  contains  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  acres  with  several 
streams  flowing  through  it.  Two  mineral  springs  are  on  the 
school  premises,  which,  prior  to  its  purchase  for  a school  site, 
was  known  as  a health  resort,  attracting  hither  hundreds  of  tourists 
in  search  of  health  and  rest. 

Touching  the  history  of  Kittrell  College,  it  is  related  that  several 
years  previous  to  the  purchase  of  the  property,  Miss  Louise  Dorr, 
a faithful  teacher  from  the  North,  conducted  a Bible  Training- 
Class  in  connection  with  her  school  work  in  the  city  of  Raleigh. 
Several  of  the  young  men  became  enthusiastic  over  the  studies 
and  started  to  talk  better  facilities.  The  matter  was  taken  to  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  A.  M.  E.  Church,  and  at  once 
assumed  definite  shape,  resulting  in  the  proposition  to  establish 
a school  at  Kittrell,  N.  C. 

In  1885,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  passed  a resolution 
authorizing  the  establishment  of  a Normal  and  Industrial  School 
and  appointed  a committee  to  select  a suitable  site.  In  the  selec- 
tion of  Kittrell,  the  committee  secured  one  of  the  most  desirable 
localities  in  North  Carolina. 

The  leading  spirit  in  the  organization  of  the  school  was  Rev. 
R.  LI.  W.  Leak,  D.D.,  and  associated  with  him  were  such  men  as 
Revs.  George  D.  Jimmerson,  J.  Y.  Telfair,  J.  E.  C.  Barham, 
George  Hunter,  W.  D.  Cook,  W.  II.  Giles,  Henry  Epps,  Cornelius 
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Sampson,  W.  H.  Bishop,  II.  Lucas  and  J.  C.  Fry,  who  were  under 
the  Episcopal  supervision  of  Bishop  W.  F.  Dickerson. 

The  first  session  began  February  7,  1886,  with  three  teachers, 
Prof  B.  B.  Goines,  Principal;  Mrs.  M.  A.  Goines,  Matron  and 
Prof.  J.  R.  Hawkins,  Business  Manager. 

The  first  Commencement  Exercise  were  held  in  1890. 

In  1888,  the  Virginia  Conference  agreed  to  help  support  this 
school  and  transferred  its  school  interests  from  Portsmouth,  Va., 
to  Kittrell  and  the  Conference  was  given  equal  representation  on 
the  Trustee  Board. 

In  1892,  the  General  Conference  in  session  in  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
changed  the  Educational  Districts  so  as  to  add  the  State  of  Mary- 
land and  the  District  of  Columbia  to  the  territory  supporting  Kit- 
trell Institute,  and  it  now  receives  liberal  patronage  and  support 
from  the  entire  Second  Episcopal  District:  North  Carolina, 
Western  North  Carolina,  Virginia  and  Baltimore  Conferences. 

This  school  has  had  a steady  growth  and  at  present,  ranks 
among  the  foremost  of  connectional  schools.  Its  students  come 
from  several  states  of  the  union  and  also  from  Africa. 

BUILDINGS 

At  present  we  have  ten  buildings. 

Shady  Side  Cottage 

Shady  Side  Cottage  is  a neatly  appointed  cottage.  It  is  the 
home  of  the  High  School  Principal. 

Ncrthside  Cottage 

Northside  Cottage  is  located  on  the  campus  to  the  rear  of  Duke 
M emorial  Hall.  It  is  the  home  of  the  Dean  of  the  Theological 
Department. 

Orient  Cottage 

Orient  Cottage  is  an  attractive,  two-story  building,  with  modern 
improvements  throughout.  It  is  the  home  of  the  Business 
Manager.

Fairview  Cottage 

Fairview  Cottage  is  a commodious,  modern  home,  well  ap- 
pointed and  beautifully  situated,  occupied  by  the  president’s 
family. 

Duke  Memorial  Hall 

Duke  Memorial  Hall  is  a large,  four-story  brick  structure  with 
ample  accommodation  for  two  hundred  girls,  lias  modern  con- 
veniences and  very  best  arrangements  for  home  and  school  life. 
It  contains  the  college  chapel,  dining  room,  parlor,  and  offices  of 
the  president  and  business  manager.  Since  the  College  and 
High  School  have  been  separated,  its  classrooms  are  used  by  the 
High  School  Department. 

The  Pearson-O’Kelly  Model  School 

The  Pearson-O’Kelly  Model  School  is  a beautiful  structure 
made  of  native  stone,  concrete  blocks  and  brick,  and  has  been 
used  for  the  work  of  the  Model  School  and  the  Teacher  Training 
Classes.  But  hereafter  it  will  be  the  home  of  the  Domestic  Science 
Department. 

The  Martha  Merrick  Library 

The  Martha  Merrick  Library  is  a modern  building,  erected 
by  the  late  John  Merrick,  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Company.  The  structure  is  of  brick  and  stone 
and  of  splendid  proportions.  At  present  it  is  the  office  and  class- 
room of  the  High  School  Principal. 

John  R.  Hawkins,  Jr.,  Memorial  Building 

John  R.  Hawkins,  Jr.  Memorial  Building,  boys’  dormitory 
dedicated  June,  1924,  one  of  the  most  modern  school  buildings 
of  its  kind.  It  contains  accommodations  for  200  boys,  barber 
shop,  shoe  shop,  shower  baths,  laundry  and  assembly  room.  This 
building  is  now  being  used  for  girls’  dormitory. 

New  Dormitory 

The  New  Dormitory  is  a three-story  brick  structure.  Its  three 
stories  and  basement  are  furnished  throughout  with  modern  con- 
veniences. It  is  now  being  occupied  by  boys. 
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B.  N.  Duke  Library 

The  B.  1ST.  Duke  Library  is  one  of  the  finest  brick  and  stone 
structures  in  North  Carolina.  It  has  a capacity  for  sixty  thousand 
volumes  and  twelve  class  rooms  for  college  work.  It  is  being 
furnished  with  modern  equipment  and  is  now  accommodating  the 
College  Department. 

Auditorium  and  Conservatory  of  Music 

The  Auditorium  and  Conservatory  of  Music  is  in  course  of 
construction.  This  building  is  being  constructed  of  brick  and 
stone.  The  auditorium  has  a seating  capacity  of  1,500  and  an 
orchestra  gallery  and  stage  with  curtains  and  dressing  rooms  ample 
for  all  performances.  On  the  ground  floor  there  are  twelve  sound 
proof  practice  rooms  for  piano  pupils  and  a large  lecture  room. 

ADVICE  TO  PATRONS 

In  making  preparations  to  send  your  child  to  school,  let  that 
preparation  be  extensive  enough  to  cover  the  entire  term  of  nine 
months.  Remember  too,  that  it  is  necessary  to  make  some  pro- 
visions for  incidental  expenses  that  require  cash  money.  There 
are  demands  that  every  student  must  recognize,  such  as  the  pur- 
chase of  stationery  and  stamps,  repair  of  shoes  and  clothing, 
keeping  up  dues  to  literary  societies,  traveling  expenses,  Church 
and  Sunday  school  contributions,  and  such  things  as  relate  to 
the  student’s  personal  comfort  and  happiness. 

Be  sure  to  arrange  to  meet  all  bills  promptly  when  due.  It 
greatly  embarrasses  a high-spirited  young  person  to  be  in  college 
when  it  is  known  that  his  hills  are  unpaid. 

In  sending  money  to  pay  bills,  send  by  registered  letter  or  post- 
office  money  order,  directly  to  the  Business  Manager  of  Kittrell 
College.  Prompt  acknowledgment  will  be  made. 

If  these  precautions  are  observed,  everything  will  move  on 
smoothly  and  much  unpleasant  annoyances  saved  to  both  pupils 
and  teachers. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

In  order  to  establish  and  keep  that  condition  of  conduct  which 
will  best  promote  the  proper  development  of  the  individual  student, 
certain  rules  and  regulations  have  been  found  necessary  for  all. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  student  will  learn  to  observe  these  require- 
ments, not  from  the  fear  of  punishment,  but  from  a just  apprecia- 
tion of  their  value.  The  institution  reserves  the  right  to  dismiss 
airy  student  at  any  time  it  is  felt  that  his  or  her  presence  is 
detrimental,  or  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  institution  to  further 
assist  in  the  development  of  said  student. 

REQUIREMENTS 

1.  Students  must  register  the  next  office  hour  after  their  arrival. 

2.  Registration  cards  must  be  presented  to  Classification  Com- 
mittee as  soon  as  possible  after  registration. 

3.  Punctual  attendance  at  meals,  morning  devotions,  mid- 
week prayer  meeting,  Sunday  school,  church,  and  at  all  classes 
to  which  the  student  has  been  assigned,  unless  excused  by  the 
proper  authority. 

4.  Observance  of  study  periods,  rising  and  retiring  hours. 

5.  Respectful  behavior  to  teachers  and  others  at  all  times. 

6.  Rooms  must  be  set  in  order  and  open  for  inspection  by 
7 :45  a.m. 

7.  All  students  must  furnish : two  blankets,  two  sheets,  two 
pillow  slips,  one  bed-spread,  two  table  runners,  and  sufficient  towels 
and  napkins  for  individual  use.  (All  possessions  should  be  care- 
fully marked.) 

8.  Absence  from  classes  (for  any  reason  whatsoever)  exceeding 
a period  of  18  days  per  semester,  automatically  disqualifies  student 
for  continuation  in  his  class. 

RELIGIOUS  ACTIVITIES 

Morning  devotions  are  held  in  chapel  every  other  day  and 
regular  preaching  services  are  held  every  second  and  fourth  Sun- 
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day  of  each  month.  There  are  weekly  prayer  meetings  conducted 
by  the  students,  sponsored  by  members  of  the  faculty.  At  present 
the  dean  of  the  College  is  the  pastor. 

Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  A.  C.  E.  L.  These  organizations 
are  voluntary  and  their  work  proves  very  helpful  to  the  members 
and  the  school  in  general. 

A Graded  Sunday  school  meets  every  Sunday  morning,  taught 
by  members  of  the  faculty,  which  greatly  stimulates  and  aug- 
ments the  school’s  program  of  Religious  Education. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

There  are  three  literary  societies  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  faculty,  yet  governed  by  the  students  themselves.  They  are 
as  follows : The  College  Historical  Society,  The  Eureka  Literary 
Society  and  College  Forum.  All  members  are  required  to  attend 
these  societies  and  perform  all  duties  assigned.  Meetings  are  held 
regularly  and  are  designed  to  help  the  student  develop  personality, 
scholarship  and  power  in  public  speaking. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

All  students  are  required  to  engage  in  some  form  of  athletics. 
The  Director  of  Athletics  is  the  college  coach  and  a member  of  the 
faculty. 

Football  is  encouraged.  The  college  is  a member  of  the  North 
Carolina  Athletic  Union. 

Basketball  is  emphasized  among  both  boys  and  girls  and  both 
teams  maintain  a wholesome  rivalry  among  the  many  schools  of 
the  state. 

Baseball  is  the  popular  spring  recreation  and  a well  equipped 
team  contests  with  teams  of  other  colleges  of  the  state  that  are 
members  of  the  North  Carolina  Athletic  Conference. 

ATHLETIC  FIELD 

The  McCauley  Athletic  Field  is  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  L.  E. 
McCauley  of  Raleigh,  N.  C.  This  field  is  located  west  of  Duke 
Memorial  Hall  and  is  within  three  minutes  walk  of  it. 
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AMUSEMENTS 

As  far  as  possible  we  seek  to  make  our  school  life  pleasant  and 
happy.  Special  arrangements  are  made  to  afford  time  and  means 
for  healthy  and  pleasant  recreations.  Suitable  grounds  are  set 
apart  for  outdoor  sports  and  special  time  allowed  for  them.  There 
are  six  tennis  courts  among  the  finest  in  the  State  to  which  all 
students  have  access. 

Occasional  socials  are  given  in  the  school  assembly  room,  where 
the  members  of  the  faculty  and  such  guests  as  they  may  invite, 
join  in  helping  develop  true,  social  dignity  and  refined  manners. 

From  time  to  time,  high  class  entertainments  are  given  for 
the  instruction  and  pleasure  of  students  by  the  best  talent  avail- 
able. The  Entertainment  Fee  admits  students  free  to  all. 

PRIZES 

The  John  R.  Hawkins  prize:  A gold  medal  is  awarded  to  the 
student  who  produces  the  best  oration  in  the  yearly  oratorical 
contest. 

The  J.  O.  Plummer  prize  of  $5  will  he  awarded  the  student  mak- 
ing the  highest  general  average  in  the  Academic  Department. 

The  C.  Ruth  Edwards  prize  of  $10  will  be  given  the  music 
student  who  does  the  best  work  during  the  school  year.  Quality 
of  work  will  be  especially  considered. 

The  S.  M.  Beekford  prize  of  $10  in  gold  will  be  awarded  to  the 
student  in  college  making  the  highest  general  average  in  the  Science 
Department  (particularly  in  Chemistry  and  Physics.) 

The  Mary  E.  Moseley  prize  of  $5  will  be  given  by  J.  E.  Moseley 
for  the  best  kept  room  in  the  boys’  dormitory.

ADMISSION 


MEMBERSHIP 

Before  coming  to  Kittrell  College,  one  should  write  to  the 
Registrar  stating  clearly  what  department  one  expects  to  enter. 
The  Registrar  will  send  an  application  blank,  if  one  is  not  ob- 
tained from  the  college  bulletin,  which  should  be  filled  out  im- 
mediately and  sent  to  the  college.  The  applicant  should  then 
notify  the  authorities  of  the  school  which  was  last  attended  to 
send  a certificate  of  his  record.  A statement  of  honorable  dis- 
missal from  this  school  should  be  presented.  Failure  to  do  this 
may  work  an  ultimate  hardship.  A statement  of  health  of  the 
applicant  should  be  sent  directly  from  the  family  physician  to  the 
Registrar. 

ORGANIZATION 

The  organization  of  Kittrell  College  consists  of  the  following 
divisions : 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Pre-medical  department. 

Department  of  Education. 

Department  of  Music. 

The  High  School. 

These  divisions  are  presented  in  the  following  pages  in  the  order 
above. 

THE  COLLEGE  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCE 

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  chief  object  of  the  college  is  to  secure  to  the  students  a 
liberal  education.  Opportunity  for  preparation  for  later  specializa- 
tion is  furnished.  Training  such  as  is  necessary  for  later  profes- 
sional and  technical  studies  such  as  medicine,  business,  etc.,  are 
offered. 

The  elective  system  permits  the  student  who  desires  to  prepare 
for  a specific  field  to  specialize. 
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Scholarship  is  stressed  in  every  way  possible.  The  administra- 
tion encourages  this  by  various  types  of  general  and  special  honors. 
As  a constant  source  of  inspiration  to  the  student,  Conferences 
with  the  professors  are  urged. 

A distinct  effort  is  made  to  attract  only  students  of  moral  and 
spiritual  purpose,  and  to  encourage  self-discovery,  initiative  and 
individuality. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  may  be  admitted : 

(a)  By  certificate  from  an  accredited  school. 

(b)  By  examination. 


ADMISSION  BY  CERTIFICATE 

The  requirements  for  admission  as  a Freshman  are  defined  in 
terms  of  units.  A unit  as  thus  used  means  a subject  of  study 
pursued  throughout  an  academic  year  at  high  school  with  five 
recitations  a week.  Credit  for  fifteen  is  required  for  admission. 
Of  the  fifteen  units  offered  for  entrance  the  following  are  required : 

English  4 Algebra  1 

Foreign  Language  2 Plane  Geometry  1 

Science  1 History  1 


In  case  the  fifteen  units  of  credit  for  admission  do  not  include 
the  full  requirements  of  mathematics  and  foreign  languages,  the 
student  is  given  an  opportunity  during  his  Freshman  year  to  make 
up  the  deficiency. 

The  subjects  in  which  credits  for  admission  to  the  college  may 
be  offered  with  the  maximum  amount  of  credit  acceptable  in  each 
one  are  given  below  :

Any  condition  in  the  required  fifteen  units  must  be  qualitative 
and  not  quantitative. 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to  examine  the  student  in  any 
subject  presented  for  admission. 


ADVANCED  STANDING 

Certificates  for  advanced  standing  from  an  approved  college  or 
normal  school  must  give  the  preparatory  units  upon  which  the 
student  entered  aside  from  the  courses  pursued  while  a member 
of  that  college  or  normal  school.  The  information  given  on  that 
certificate  will  be  in  accordance  with  information  asked  on  any 
standard  transcript. 

BY  EXAMINATION 

Entrance  examinations  are  given  only  at  the  beginning  of  each 
semester.  Students  who  expect  to  enter  by  this  method  should 
write  to  the  Dean  or  the  President.  A student  coming  from 
another  school  should  present  a certificate  of  honorable  dismissal. 


CLASSIFICATION 

Any  student  who  has  a diploma  from  an  approved  secondary 
school  and  a properly  approved  certificate  showing  that  he  has 
graduated,  may  be  classified  as  a Freshman. 

Any  student  who  has  satisfied  all  the  regular  entrance  require- 
ments is  classified  as  a Sophomore,  if  the  student  has  credit  for 
at  least  24  semester  hours  of  work. 


GRADES 

The  College  has  seven  grades,  namely:  A,  high  standing;  B, 
good;  C,  average;  D,  pass;  E,  condition;  F,  failure;  I,  incompetent. 
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In  order  to  interpret  these  letters  quantitatively,  the  following 
grade  point  system  is  instituted  : 

A— 3 C— 1 

•B— 2 D— 0 

In  order  to  graduate,  a student  must  have  an  average  of  C,  which 
means  that  he  will  have  64  semester  hours,  each  one  counting  for 
one  point.  Therefore  a student  must  have  64  grade  points  before 
graduation.  A student  receiving  the  grade  E,  signifying  a con- 
dition, has  one  opportunity  to  remove  it  in  any  way  the  in- 
structor of  the  course  sees  fit.  This  must  be  done  within  a year 
from  the  date  on  which  the  E Avas  received.  Having  removed  the 
E,  the  student  cannot  receive  a mark  higher  than  II  for  the  course. 
In  case  the  condition  is  not  removed  within  a year,  the  E auto- 
matically becomes  an  F.  Those  who  have  the  mark  I may  receive 
credit  on  the  completion  of  a definite  portion  of  work  of  the  course 
before  a date  fixed  by  the  professor.  If  this  is  not  done  the  I 
automatically  becomes  an  F.  Students  will  not  carry  more  than  17 
semester  hours  unless  by  permission  of  the  faculty. 

Reports  of  the  class  standing  of  first  year  students  are  sent  to 
parents,  guardians  or  to  the  schools  in  which  the  student  was 
prepared  on  request. 

DEGREES  AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Science  offers  courses  of  study  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science.  Each  of  these  courses  consists  of  prescribed  and  elec- 
tive studies.

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGLISH 

English  I.  This  course  covers  four  forms  of  discourse:  Exposition, 
Argumentation,  Description,  and  Narration.  The  mechanics  of  English 
Composition  are  given  special  attention.  Written  work  is  stressed. 
This  course  runs  throughout  the  year  and  is  required  of  all  Freshmen. 
6 Semester  Hours. 

English  II.  This  is  primarily  a course  in  English  Composition. 
Continued  study  of  English  Grammar  is  maintained.  The  chief  aim 
of  the  course  is  to  teach  the  student  how  to  write.  Long  themes  are 
required.  Required  of  all  Sophomores  who  did  not  make  an  average 
of  “B”  in  English  I.  3 Semester  Hours. 

English  III.  This  is  a course  in  the  fundamentals  of  speech.  It 
aims  to  answer  the  question,  “What  shall  I do  to  improve  my  speech?” 
by  showing  that  body,  voice  and  mental  mechanism  operate  as  a whole. 
This  course  is  open  only  to  Sophomores.  3 Semester  Hours. 

English  IV.  This  is  a survey  course  in  the  History  of  English 
Literature,  covering  the  period  from  Chaucer  through  the  Romantic 
Movement.  It  includes  direct  study  of  masterpieces  of  prose  and 
poetry,  with  adequate  themes.  The  aims  of  the  course  are  to  develop 
an  appreciation  for  some  of  the  masterpieces  of  English  Literature 
and  to  understand  some  of  the  forces  that  have  helped  to  mould  certain 
types.  Credit,  3 Semester  Hours. 

English  V.  This  course  is  a survey  of  English  Literature  from  the 
Victorian  Era  through  the  Contemporary  Literature,  including  the 
important  writers  of  the  present  day.  Methods  are  the  same  as  English 
IV.  Prerequisite.  English  I and  IV.  Credit,  3 Semecter  Hours. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  MODERN  LANGUAGES 

A.  FRENCH 

Note — Students  who  receive  credit  for  one  unit  on  admission  will 
begin  with  course  II;  those  who  receive  credit  for  two  units  will  begin 
with  Course  III. 

French  I — Elementary  French.  This  course  treats  all  the  essentials 
of  French  grammar,  and  includes  conversation  and  the  reading  of 
simple  French  stories.  Credit  for  French  I will  not  be  given  until 
French  II,  the  supplementary  course,  has  been  completed. 

(Credit  3 hours.) 

French  II — Elementary  French.  This  course  begins  a study  of 
French  composition  for  which  preparation  has  been  made  in  the  pre- 
ceding course.  Some  simple  story  as  Brooks’  edition  of  Sand's  La 
Mare  An  Liable  is  read.  Classroom  conversation  is  continued. 

(Credit  3 hours.) 

French  III — Intermediate  French.  This  course  continues,  on  a 
more  advanced  basis,  the  composition  and  conversation  of  French  II. 
Stories  from  Maupaseant  form  the  reading  basis  of  the  course. 

French  IV — Intermediate  French.  This  is  a supplementary  course 
to  French  III.  Hugo’s  Notre-Dame  De  Paris  or  Lotis  Ramuntcho  are 
suggested  as  texts.  (Credit  3 Hours.) 

B.  GERMAN 

German  1.  Elementary  course:  grammar,  pronunciation,  composi- 
tion, colloquial  exercises,  syntax  translation  from  prose  selections. 
Elective  for  freshmen.  (Four  hours.) 

German  2.  Prose  composition,  with  review  of  grammar;  reading  of 
modern  prose;  Schiller  and  Goethe,  a representative  work  of  each 
author:  composition  and  free  reproduction.  Elective  for  freshman. 

(Four  hours.) 

German  3.  Goethe’s  dramas;  lectures,  essays,  assigned  readings. 
Faust:  study  of  the  Faust  legend  and  of  the  life  of  Goethe.  Elective 
for  Sophomores.  (Four  hours.) 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCE  AND 
MATHEMATICS 

A.  BIOLOGY 

1.  Zoology.  Animal  Classification.  Structure,  life,  history,  physi- 
ology of  different  forms.  Beginning  the  lowest  type.  The  Protozoans 
and  ending  with  highest  type — the  vertebrates.  Special  detail  study 
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will  be  made  of  the  frog,  crawfish,  earth  worm,  etc.  Three  lectures  and 
four  laboratory  hours  per  week.  (Credit,  4 hours.) 

2.  Zoology.  Comparative  Vertebrate  Anatomy.  This  course  con- 
sists of  a comparative  study  of  the  anatomy  of  typical  Chorades;  Am- 
phioxis;  the  Lamprey;  the  Frog;  the  Turtle;  the  Pigeon;  the  Cat;  the 
Rat,  etc.  Two  lectures  and  four  laboratory  hours  per  week. 

(Credit  4 hours.) 

3.  Botany.  This  is  an  introductory  course  devoted  mainly  to  a study 
of  the  forms,  structure,  activities,  distribution  and  evolution  of  plants. 
Two  lectures  and  four  laboratory  hours  per  week.  (Credit,  4 hours.) 
This  course  is  open  to  all  students  of  Education.  Biology  1 and  2 
must  be  taken  in  their  order. 

B.  CHEMISTRY 

1.  General  Inorganic.  This  course  treats  of  the  physical  and 

chemical  properties  of  the  non-metallic  elements,  laying  special 
emphasis  upon  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  science.  Two  lectures 
and  six  laboratory  hours  per  week.  (Credit,  4 hours.) 

2.  General  Inorganic.  A continuation  of  Chemistry  1.  Completing 

the  study  of  non-metals  and  the  study  of  metals.  Two  lectures  and 
six  laboratory  hours  per  week.  (Credit,  4 hours.) 

3.  Qualitative  Analysis.  A thorough  study  of  the  common  metallic 
and  acid  radicals,  application  of  the  laws  of  equilibrium  and  solution. 
Two  lectures  and  six  laboratory  hours  per  week.  (Credit,  4 hours.) 

4.  Organic  Chemistry.  This  course  is  a study  of  the  properties 
and  preparation  of  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series,  and  other  carbon 
compounds.  This  course  is  especially  designed  for  those  who  wish 
to  study  medicine  or  continue  work  in  chemistry.  Two  lecture  and 
four  laboratory  hours  per  week.  (Credit,  4 hours).  Prerequisite, 
Chemistry  1,  2 and  3. 

C.  PHYSICS 

1.  General  Physios.  This  course  covers  mechanics,  heat  and 
electricity  which  is  presented  from  the  theoretical  and  experimental 
point  of  view.  Open  only  to  Sophomores.  Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 
First  semester.  Two  lectures  and  four  laboratory  hours  per  week. 

(Credit,  4 hours.) 


2.  General  Physics.  A continuation  of  Physics  1,  covering 
magnetism,  sound  and  light.  Second  semester.  Two  lectures  and  four 
laboratory  hours  per  week.  (Credit,  4 hours.) 
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D.  MATHEMATICS 

1.  Advanced  Algebra.  This  course  is  required  of  all  Freshmen  and 

is  a prerequisite  to  all  other  mathematics.  It  covers  the  study  of 
the  quadratic  equation  and  other  topics,  including  logarithms.  First 
semester.  (Credit,  3 hours.) 

2.  Plane  Trigonometry.  This  course  covers  the  trigonometric 
functions  of  angles,  identities,  solution  of  the  triangles,  inverse  func- 
tions, circular  measurements  and  logarithms.  Second  semester. 

(Credit  3 hours.) 

3.  College  Algebra.  This  course  covers  the  binomial  theorem, 
series,  variables,  theory  of  equations,  determinants,  permutations, 
combinations,  etc.  Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2.  First  semester. 

(Credit  3 hours.) 

4.  Analytical  Geometry'.  This  course  includes  the  Cartesian  co- 

ordinates, plotting  curves  from  the  equations,  the  analytical  geometry 
of  the  straight  line  and  the  circle,  and  the  polar  coordinates.  Pre- 
requisite, Mathematics  2 and  3.  (Credit,  3 hours.) 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

A.  ECONOMICS 

1.  Principles  of  Economics.  A study  of  economic  theory  (the 
principles  governing  the  production,  exchange,  distribution,  and  con- 
sumption of  wealth)  followed  by  a survey  of  the  more  important 
practical  problems  of  life  (labor,  transportation,  tariff,  taxation,  money, 
banking,  etc.,)  with  special  attention  to  modern  social  movements  deal- 
ing with  distribution  of  wealth  (Socialism,  Communism,  Sovietism). 
Text,  lectures,  readings,  quizzes,  and  reports.  Open  to  Sophomores 
only.  Second  semester.  (Credit,  3 hours.) 

B.  SOCIOLOGY 

1.  Human  Relations.  This  course  is  an  introduction  to  the  social 
sciences,  which  aims  to  orient  the  student  in  the  world  of  human 
relations  in  which  he  lives  by  presenting  a simple  analysis  of  these 
everyday  human  relations  as  they  are  studied  in  economics,  political 
science,  sociology,  and  ethics.  Open  to  Sophomores  the  first  semester. 

(Credit,  3 hours.) 

C.  ETHICS 

1.  Elementary  Ethics.  This  course  includes  a theoretical  study 
of  the  approved  modes  of  conduct,  the  proper  social  attitudes  and 
their  application  to  daily  life.  The  values  and  ends  of  human  action 
are  stressed,  with  their  social  and  religious  significance.  Sophomores 
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the  first  semester,  Students  of  Education,  doing  only  one  year  of 
college  work  to  qualify  for  the  Elementary  Grade  Certificate  will  be 
admitted  by  special  permission.  (Credit,  3 hours.) 

D.  HISTORY 

1.  English  History.  A study  of  English  History  from  the  earliest 

times  to  the  present.  Special  stress  will  be  placed  on  economic,  social, 
intellectual  and  political  developments  of  the  Empire  as  a whole.  Fresh- 
men, first  semester.  (Credit,  3 hours.) 

2.  American  History.  A study  of  the  history  of  the  American 

people  from  the  colonial  period  to  the  present  time.  Special  attention 
will  he  given  to  economic,  political  and  social  development  of  the 
country.  Freshmen,  second  semester.  (Credit,  3 hours.) 

E.  POLITICAL  SCIENCE 

1.  European  Government,  A survey  of  European  Government  with 

special  emphasis  upon  the  governments  of  England  and  France.  This 
course  traces  the  origin  of  the  American  ideas  of  constitutional  govern- 
ment. Sophomores,  first  semester.  (Credit,  3 hours.) 

2.  American  Government.  A fundamental  study  of  the  organiza- 
tion, principles  and  actual  workings  of  American  government  in  all 
of  its  branches,  national,  state  and  local.  Sophomores,  second  semester. 

(Credit,  3 hours.) 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

This  department  is  maintained  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  but  all  work  done  is  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  Kittrell  College.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide  adequate  train- 
ing for  students  who  expect  to  teach,  or  enter  the  field  of  Educa- 
tion. It  also  aims  to  give  to  any  student  who  desires  it,  a broader 
appreciation  of  the  school  as  a social  institution. 

All  students  planning  to  teach  should  ask  for  special  informa- 
tion concerning  “North  Carolina  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  certification  of  teachers.” 

All  courses  are  not  offered  each  semester.  In  addition  to  those 
courses  offered,  classes  will  be  formed  upon  the  request  of  eight  or 


more  persons.

DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 
Group  1 

1.  Classroom  Management.  This  course  explains  the  activities  of 

the  classroom,  namely:  routine,  daily  programs,  records  and  reports, 
discipline,  extra  curricular  activities,  lesson  plans  and  methods. 
First  semester.  (Credit,  3 semester  hours.) 

2.  Primary  Methods.  Methods  of  Teaching  Reading  and  Language 

in  Primary  Grades.  Second  semester.  (Credit,  3 semester  hours.) 

3.  Hygiene  and  Health.  This  course  includes  some  instruction  in 

Anatomy  and  Physiology;  cause,  transmission  and  prevention  of  com- 
municable diseases;  with  special  reference  to  most  common  diseases; 
defects  of  school  children;  schoolhouse  sanitation;  medical  inspection; 
health  education  programs.  First  semester.  (Credit,  2 hours.) 

4.  Physical  Education.  This  course  is  designed  to  make  teachers 

as  efficient  as  possible  on  the  playground,  in  play  and  recreation,  in  the 
classroom,  in  matters  of  health  and  sanitation  and  in  the  community; 
first  aid;  health  crusades,  field  meets  and  community  fairs.  First 
semester.  (Credit,  1 hour.) 

5.  Musical,  Appreciation  for  Primary  Grades.  This  course  is  a study 
of  the  need  of  music  appreciation;  sources  of  the  enjoyment  of  music; 
rhythm,  melody,  song,  instrumental;  correlation  of  music  with  other 
arts,  pictures,  poetry,  dance.  The  basis  of  this  work  will  come 
largely  through  use  of  the  Victrola.  Second  semester.  (Credit,  1 hour.)

6.  Industrial  Arts.  This  course  is  designed  to  enable  the  teacher 

to  give  the  child  an  acquaintance  with  the  raw  products  of  nature  and 
the  changes  made  in  them  so  that  they  may  be  more  usable  for  food, 
clothing,  shelter,  utensils,  record  as  books,  tools,  machines,  etc.  First 
semester.  (Credit,  1 hour.) 

Group  II 

7.  Child  Study.  This  course  considers  the  development  and  growth 

of  the  child  from  the  mental,  moral,  physical  and  social  nature. 
The  treatment  of  these  topics  finds  application  in  the  kind  of  training 
and  school  work  which  a child  needs  at  the  different  stages  of  develop- 
ment. Such  topics  as:  influence  of  heredity  and  environment,  meaning 
of  infancy,  innate  tendencies  and  capacities;  the  development  of  at- 
tention, memory,  imagination,  thinking,  perception,  etc.,  will  be  con- 
sidered. First  semester.  (Credit,  2 hours.) 

S.  Grammar  Grade  Methods.  A study  of  recent  experimental  in- 
vestigations in  reading  and  language;  the  minimum  essentials  in  each 
grade,  in  each  subject;  the  respective  value  of  oral  and  silent  reading; 
of  oral  and  written  composition;  different  methods  of  teaching. 
Systematic  observation  in  the  training  school  will  be  required.  First 
semester.  (Credit,  2 hours.) 

9.  Physical  Education  for  Grammar  Grades.  Psychological  basis 
of  play;  games  suitable  for  children  at  this  stage  of  mental  and 
physiological  development;  health  habits,  in  school  and  out;  play  and 
fatigue;  good  health  in  relation  to  citizenship.  First  semester. 

(Credit  1 hour.) 

10.  Geography.  In  this  course  major  emphasis  will  be  put  upon 
the  United  States  with  some  consideration  to  Canada,  Alaska  and 
Mexico.  The  work  is  organized  around  problems,  illustrative  of  a very 
desirable  method  of  teaching  Geography.  Second  semester. 

(Credit,  2 hours.) 

11.  Children’s  Literature.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  ac- 

quaint the  student  with  the  best  literature  for  children;  how  to  dis- 
criminate and  present  such  literature;  practice  in  story  telling,  etc. 
Second  semester.  (Credit,  2 hours.) 

12.  Educational  Psychology.  A study  of  individual  differences, 
the  learning  process,  mental  hygiene,  in  their  relation  to  the  elementary 
school  subjects.  Second  semester  for  Sophomores.  (Credit,  3 hours.) 

All  candidates  for  any  kind  of  certificate  to  teach  will  present  all 
their  courses,  both  professional  and  academic  to  the  Education  Advisor 
for  approval. 
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EXTENSION  COURSES 

Kittrell  College  offers  Fall  and  Spring  Extension  Courses  in  Educa- 
tion under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Education.  Any  group 
of  ten  (10)  teachers  or  more  who  wish  to  raise  their  certificates  or 
continue  their  college  work  may  do  so  by  writing  directly  to  the 
Department  of  Education  of  Kittrell  College  and  thereby  arrange  for  an 
instructor  to  serve  them.  This  is  in  compliance  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  State  Department  of  Education. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 


Music,  both  vocal  and  instrumental,  has  always  had  a promi- 
nent place  in  the  training  at  Kittrell  College.  The  character 
of  the  work  given  is  progressive  and  is  approved  by  leading 
authorities  on  Music  education.  The  three  most  essential  factors 
in  any  up-to-date  music  course  are  Material,  Psychology,  and 
Pedagogy.  We  seek  to  satisfy  these  requirements  by  using  the 
best  material,  studying  the  needs  of  each  individual  and  following 
correct  methods  of  presenting  material  to  pupil. 

The  Department  of  Music  gives  two  diplomas,  namely:  Normal, 
Piano  and  Public  School  Music. 

COURSE  IN  PIANO— PURPOSE 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  lay  a firm  technical  foundation 
through  proper  methods  of  study.  The  course  gives  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  methods  of  teaching  and  leads  to  specialization 
in  concert  work. 

The  course  in  Piano  may  be  selected  as  a major  course  in  College 
leading  to  graduation  from  tbe  Music  Department  with  diploma. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

A.nv  applicant  for  a diploma  must  present  the  same  entrance 
requirements  as  are  presented  for  entrance  to  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences. 

The  course,  when  taken  with  college  work,  presupposes  a knowl- 
edge of  the  fundamentals  of  music.  Pupils  must  show  marked 
ability  and  satisfy  teacher  of  capacity  for  conscientious  study. 
Pupils  must  be  able  to  play  fourth  grade  pieces  and  studies. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DIPLOMA 

Elementary  Theory,  Harmony,  Music  Appreciation,  Music 
History,  satisfactory  completion  of  the  ten  Matthew’s  Graded 
Studies  or  the  equivalent,  Etudes  by  Cramer,  Studies  by  Czerny, 
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Etudes,  Preludes,  and  Yalses  by  Chopin,  Sonatas  by  Mozart, 
Beethoven  and  Hayden,  Bach’s  Fugues,  Preludes  and  inventions 
are  required. 

Music  1 — Elementary  Theory.  Two  hours  per  week.  Required  of 
all  music  students  and  it  is  a prerequisite  of  Music  2.  (No  credit.) 

Music  2 — Harmony.  Required  of  all  students  graduating  from  the 
Department  of  Music,  and  may  be  elected  by  any  student  having  suf- 
ficient knowledge  of  music  to  enable  him  to  do  the  work  creditably. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  so  thorough  a knowledge  of  the 
harmonic  construction  of  music  that  the  student  will  be  able  to  har- 
monize melodies  and  basses  readily,  both  on  paper  and  at  the  key- 
board, and  analyze  chord  progressions.  (Credit  6 hours.) 

Music  3 — Music  Appreciation.  Open  to  all  college  students.  This 
course  aims  to  give  the  students  an  appreciation  of  the  various  styles 
and  forms  of  music  and  to  prepare  him  to  listen  with  intelligence  and 
understanding  to  the  average  musical  program.  Attendance  at  all  the 
music  recitals  and  concerts  given  at  or  by  the  College  is  required  of 
those  entering  this  course.  (Credit  4 hours.) 

Music  4 — Music  History.  Prerequisite,  Music  3.  Required  of  all 
graduates  of  the  Department  of  Music.  The  course  traces  the  develop- 
ment of  music  from  the  earlist  to  the  most  modern  times.  Lives  of 
composers  and  the  various  forms  of  music  are  carefully  studied.  The 
latter  illustrated  by  the  use  of  the  Victrola.  (Credit  6 hours.) 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC 

Music  5 — Methods  of  Public  School  Music.  Open  to  all  music 
students. 

The  following  entrance  requirements  are  necessary:  Fourth  grade 
piano  student,  Music  1 and  3. 

The  following  courses  are  required: 

Methods  I,  II  and  III,  Practice  Teaching,  Voice,  Art  of  Accompanying, 
Solfeggio  and  conducting. 

This  course  aims  to  prepare  students  to  become  efficient  teachers  of 
music.  (Credit  10  hours.) 

VOICE  CULTURE 

Careful  drills  are  given  in  scales,  vocalises  and  practice  in 
singing  selections  from  the  best  English,  Italian,  French  and 
American  writers.  Studies  by  Marchesi  and  Seiber. 
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ORGANIZATIONS 

Besides  individual  instruction  during  class  work,  much  time 
is  given  to  chorus  work.  The  best  voices  are  selected  for  the 
Choral  Club  which  meets  three  times  a week. 

Attendance  of  members  at  all  rehearsals  is  required. 

The  G Clef  Club  is  a live  organization  composed  of  female 
members  of  the  Choral  Club. 

The  College  Glee  Club  is  composed  of  male  members  of  Choral 
Club. 

The  Choral  Club,  G Clef  Club,  College  Glee  Club  and  all  piano 
and  vocal  students  are  members  of  the  Coleridge-Taylor  Music 
Club  which  meets  twice  a month  to  study  music  history  and  to 
promote  good  music. 
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THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 


The  High  School  Department  of  Kittrell  College  is  of  a 
standard  “A”  grade.  Students  who  have  completed  the  seventh 
grade  are  eligible  for  admission. 

In  order  to  graduate,  a student  must  complete  sixteen  units  of 
work,  distributed  as  follows:

By  a unit  of  work,  is  meant  a subject  pursued  for  a term  of 
thirty-six  weeks,  five  times  per  week,  with  recitation  periods  forty- 
five  minutes  in  length. 

The  student  should  not  work  to  pass  only,  but  should  endeavor 
to  maintain  a high  standard ; at  least  high  enough  to  receive  the 
necessary  recommendation  to  college.  While  the  passing  grade 
is  70  per  cent  no  student  will  be  recommended  to  college  who  does 
not  maintain,  throughout  the  four  years  of  high  school,  an  average 
of  75  per  cent. 

Each  student  will  need  about  ten  dollars  for  books  at  the 
beginning  of  the  first  semester,  which  if  they  bring  with  them  and 
deposit  in  the  office,  will  save  delay  and  expense. 

Students  who  satisfactorily  complete  this  course  will  be  granted 
a Diploma.

HIGH  SCHOOL  ENGLISH 

LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE 

The  High  School  offers  a thorough  course  in  English  Gram- 
mar, Oral  and  written  composition,  and  Literature.  It  is  designed 
for  those  who  are  preparing  for  College  or  for  those  who  are  plan- 
ning to  enter  Vocational  fields. 

A-l.  English: 

Sentence  and  Theme,  Ward.  This  book  furnishes  skill  in  sentence 
building,  punctuation  and  correct  forms  of  grammar.  Literature  and 
Life,  Book  I,  Greenlaw-Elson-Keck.  This  book  contains  selections  from 
Mark  Twain,  Charles  Lamb,  Stevenson,  Poe  and  other  prominent 
writers. 

A-2.  English  II: 

Text:  (same  as  above).  With  a study  of  oral  and  written  composi- 
tion. Literature  and  Life , Book  II,  Greenlaw-Stratton.  This  text 
includes  selections  from  Keats,  Tennyson,  Burns,  O.  Henry,  Scott, 
George  Eliot,  Rudyard  Kipling  and  Shakespeare. 

A-3.  English  III: 

Composition  and  Rhetoric,  Tanner.  This  book  aims  to  promote  self- 
cultivation  in  correct  speech  and  writing.  Literature  and  Life,  Book 
III,  Greenlaw-Miles.  This  book  gives  a study  of  some  of  the  outstand- 
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ing  writers,  including  the  works  of  Tennyson,  Shakespeare,  Sir  Thomas 
Mallory,  Goldsmith,  Macaulay,  and  many  other  prominent  writers. 

A-4.  English  IV: 

Oral  and  Written  Composition,  Tanner.  Consideration  is  given  here 
to  the  Units  of  Composition,  discussion  of  the  four  forms  of  discourse, 
review  of  English  Grammar  and  Rhetoric. 

Literature,  Book  IV.  A study  of  selections  from  old  and  middle 
English  Literature.  A study  of  the  essential  features  of  drama, 
prose  and  poetry. 

FRENCH 

AA  3.  Third  Year: 

Text — Nau  Fraser  and  Squair  Elementary  French  Grammar. 

(2d  Semester)  Reader  and  Grammar. 

A A 4.  Fourth  Year: 

Text — same  as  above,  with  intensive  work  in  composition  and  con- 
versation. 

(2d  Semester) — Stories  from  Guy  de  Maupassant,  Grammar  and 
Conversation. 

HISTORY 

B 1. — First  Year.  “American  Citizenship”  by  R.  O.  Hughes. 

It  gives  a vivid  description  of  American  government,  people  and 
country.  It  is  impossible  to  be  a good  citizen  without  knowing  the 
conditions  of  your  country;  therefore,  by  studying  this  book  we  become 
well  acquainted  with  the  laws,  people  and  geographical  condition  of 
our  country. 

B 2. — Second  Year.  “European,  and  Medieval  History”  by  Robinson 
and  Breasted. 

This  book  begins  with  the  first  King  of  England  and  brings  us  up 
through  the  Twentieth  Century.  It  gives  us  a brief  sketch  of  the  first 
church  of  England;  the  Seven  Years’  War;  the  reign  of  terror;  the 
reformation  period;  the  industrial  evolution;  the  revolutionary  period 
and  the  World's  War  and  its  definite  cause. 

B 3. — Third  Year:  “Negro  History”  by  C.  G.  Woodson. 

It  begins  with  the  civilization  of  the  Egyptians  on  the  Nile,  and  the 
first  republic  government  known  as  palmers.  It  also  tells  of  the  first 
Negro  explorer:  Estevan  Nectigo,  known  as  “Little  Steven.”  It  relates 
also  of  slavery  in  Europe,  the  West  Indies  Islands  and  America,  bringing 
us  up  to  the  present  achievements  of  the  Negro  race.  This  book 
inspires  race  pride  in  our  Negro  youth.  This  book  is  studied  the  first 
semester,  and  followed  by  “A  Short  History  of  England,”  by  Cheyney, 
the  second  semester. 
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B 3. — (Third  Year)  History.  American  Government,  by  Hughes. 

This  hook  is  used  by  the  third  year  high  school  class.  The  aims  are 

First.  To  impress  upon  the  pupil  his  responsibility  as  a junior  citizen 
for  the  development  of  a better  government. 

Second.  To  show  how  the  state  has  developed  from  a simple  organiza- 
tion for  defense  to  the  complex  socialized  society  of  today,  and  endeavors 
to  make  it  clear  that  the  government  is  not  operated  according  to  pre- 
conceived theories,  but  it  is  a living  organization  developed  by  the  people 
to  meet  the  needs  resulting  from  changing  conditions.  To  show  for  ex- 
ample, that  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  is  not  a dead  contract 
but  a living  agreement  which  has  developed  with  time  and  has  adapted 
itself  to  economic  and  social  conditions. 

Third.  To  explain  the  actual  operation  of  the  National,  State  and 
local  governments,  emphasizing  the  functions  of  government  without 
neglecting  the  necessary  details  of  framework. 

Fourth.  To  make  plain  the  influence  of  the  judiciary;  and  to  make 
the  present  political  and  social  problems  of  today,  such  as  the  initiative, 
referendum,  recall,  short  ballot,  suffrage,  education,  immigration  and 
prohibition.  The  Literary  Digest  is  used  with  this  text. 

The  second  semester,  Negro  History,  by  Benj.  Brawley,  is  studied. 

SOCIOLOGY 

B 4. — Elementary  Sociology,  by  Ross  L.  Finney,  is  used  by  the  fourth 
year  class.  This  text  gives  the  student  an  idea  of  social  problems. 
It  deals  with  the  normal  functions  of  fundamental  institutions,  the 
principles  upon  which  the  outline  is  built,  the  frequent  recurrence 
of  certain  fundamental  ideas,  and  the  implicit  philosophy  of  life. 

LATIN 

B 1. — Collar-Daniel-Jenkins. 

A beginners  course  in  Latin.  Given  throughout  the  first  year  of 
High  School,  and  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  alphabet, 
declensions,  conjugations  and  easy  selections  for  reading. 

B 2. — Caesar's  Gallic  War  by  Charles  E.  Bennett. 

It  gives  a brief  sketch  of  Caesar's  life,  then  takes  up  the  Divisions  of 
Gaul  and  ends  with  the  Rebellion  of  the  Marini.  This  course  is  given 
in  the  second  year  of  High  School. 

B 3. — Cicero's  Orations. 

A third  year  High  School  Latin  text-book  by  Greenough-Allen.  The 
popularity  of  this  book  makes  it  well  worth  while  one’s  study. 
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B 4. 

Virgil’s  Aeneicl  by  Greenough-Kittredge  is  offered  in  the  fourth 
year  of  High  School. 

This  book  is  designed  to  develop  initiative  in  trying  to  feel  the  Latin 
thought  processes. 

MATHEMATICS 

A 1. — First  Year:  First  Semester.  Arithmetic. 

This  course  includes  a thorough  review  of  the  arithmetic  of  the 
elementary  grades.  Text:  Stone’s  Arithmetic. 

Second  Semester — Algebra. 

The  course  begins  with  a treatment  of  graph  and  formula.  The 
fundamental  operations  dealing  with  positive  and  negative  numbers, 
simple  equations  and  factoring  complete  the  work  of  this  semester. 
Text:  The  First  Course  in  Algebra,  Hawkes-Luby-Touton. 

A 2. — Second  Year:  Algebra. 

This  is  a year’s  course  and  is  a continuation  of  the  work  begun  in 
the  first  year,  fractions,  fractional  equations,  simultaneous  equations, 
powers  and  roots  are  considered.  Special  attention  is  given  to  radicals 
and  to  solving  quadratic  equations.  Text:  New  First  Course  in  Algebra, 
Hawkes-Luby-Touton. 

A 3 — Third  Year:  Plane  Geometry. 

This  is  a year’s  course  and  sufficient  time  is  given  at  the  beginning 
of  the  term  to  acquaint  the  pupils  with  the  subject.  The  course  includes 
a study  of  the  triangle,  congruent  figures,  parallels,  quadrilaterals, 
circles,  polygons,  loci,  proportion,  areas  of  polygons,  problems  of 
constructions  and  problems  of  computation.  Text:  Essentials  of  Plane 
Geometry,  Smith. 

A 4.  Fourth  Year:  First  Semester:  Solid  Geometry  (elective). 

This  work  includes  theories  and  constructions,  the  relation  of  planes 
and  lines  in  space,  properties  and  measurements  of  prisms,  Pyramids, 
cylinders,  cones  and  the  mensuration  of  surfaces  and  solids.  Text: 
Essentials  of  Solid  Geometry,  Smith. 

Second  Semester:  Advanced  Algebra  (elective). 

Quadratic  equations,  imaginary  numbers,  Arithmetic  and  Geometric 
progression,  determinants  and  the  Binominal  Theorem  are  included  in 
this  course. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SCIENCE 

COURSE  A A— GENERAL  SCIENCE 

The  textbook  for  this  course  is  “Every  Day  Lessons  in  Science”  by 
Pieper  and  Beauchamp.  The  immediate  aim  of  science  instruction  in 
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this  course  is  the  broadening  of  the  youth’s  experiences  with  the  forces 
and  materials  of  his  environment  and  the  developing  of  an  attitude 
of  open-mindedness  and  a spirit  of  inquiry  concerning  the  nature,  value 
and  use  of  science  in  modern  life.  The  course  is  divided  into  seventeen 
units.  They  are  as  follows:  The  Earth  on  Which  You  Live,  Weather 
and  Climate,  Providing  a Good  Food  Supply,  Obtaining  a Good  Water 
Supply.  Keeping  in  Good  Physical  Condition,  Selecting  and  Caring  for 
Our  Clothing.  Protecting  Ourselves  From  Disease,  The  Nature  and 
Control  of  Fire,  Providing  Heat  and  Fresh  Air  in  Our  Biuildings, 
Materials  for  Construction,  Machines  for  Doing  Work,  Putting  the 
Forces  of  Air  and  Water  to  Work,  Using  Steam  and  Exploding  Gas 
for  Power,  Generating  and  Using  Electricity,  Lighting  our  Buildings 
and  Streets,  Communicating  With  Our  Neighbors,  and  Transportation 
by  Land,  Water,  and  Air.  The  course  is  advised  for  first  year  High 
School  pupils  but  other  students  lacking  this  unit  may  enter  the  class. 

COURSE  A 1.— BIOLOGY. 

The  text  used  for  this  course  is  Peabody-Hunt’s  “Biology  and  Human 
Welfare.”  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  coordinate  the  Biological 
Principles  relative  to  Plants,  animals  and  Man,  under  Five  general 
heads.  Air,  Water,  Food,  Temperature,  and  Sunlight.  The  animal  and 
plant  genealogy  is  also  a part  of  the  work,  beginning  with  the  lowest 
form  of  each  and  concluding  the  study  with  the  highest  form  of  each. 
At  the  end  of  the  course  a Plant  and  Animal  Survey  is  required  of 
each  student  which  comprises  both  drawings  and  information  for 
one  representative  from  each  order  which  comprises  the  two  Kingdoms. 
The  course  is  advised  for  Second  Year  High  School  students  but  it 
is  open  to  students  in  third  and  fourth  years  also. 

COURSE  A 2.— CHEMISTRY. 

The  text  used  for  this  course  is  “Elementary  Principles  of  Chemistry” 
by  Brownlee  and  Fuller.  It  is  the  simplest  presentation  of  the  chemical 
changes  which  take  place  in  substances.  This  course  may  prepare 
one  for  College  Chemistry  but  it  is  not  to  be  considered  so  because 
it  presents  the  field  in  a very  general  way.  The  practical  side  is  stressed 
to  a large  extent  with  the  hope  that  the  student  may  see  as  much  as 
possible  that  which  he  has  learned  as  theory.  The  course  is  offered  to 
students  who  have  had  Biology  or  General  Science  and  because  of 
scientific  interest  desire  to  go  further  into  the  study  of  Science  while 
in  High  School. 

COURSE  A 3.— PHYSICS. 

The  textbook  used  for  this  course  is  “Elementary  Principles  of 
Physics,”  by  Brownlee  and  Fuller.  To  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
State  and  to  allow  students  of  unusual  scientific  interest  to  pursue  their 
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interest,  this  course  has  been  offered.  The  following  Principles  are 
stressed:  Motion,  Work,  Electricity,  Light  and  Sound,  Magnetism. 
Visits  to  near-by  places  of  interest  to  physicists  make  the  course  more 
interesting. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

The  Department  of  Home  Economies  is  established  to  meet  a 
great  need.  Here,  thorough  instruction  and  training  are  given  in 
cooking,  housekeeping,  plain  and  fancy  sewing  and  dress-making 
in  its  different  branches. 

This  instruction  is  both  theoretical  and  practical,  so  that  the 
girls  may  be  able  not  only  to  do  their  own  work  well,  but  may  also 
teach  others,  both  by  precept  and  example. 

This  course  is  designed  to  cover  the  first  two  years  of  high  school 
work.  It  is  taken  five  times  per  week  with  90  minutes  recitation 
periods  and  in  addition  to  the  two  units  earned,  certificates  will 
be  given  those  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  course. 

REQUIREMENTS 

All  students  taking  Home  Economics  are  requested  to  pay  a fee 
of  ($1)  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester. 

Students  shall  provide  themselves  with  a uniform  for  Domestic 
Science.  This  uniform  consists  of  a white  apron,  band  for  hair, 
dish  towel  3-4  yard  in  length  and  a pan  holder. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 

Home  Economics  B — 1 

This  is  strictly  an  elementary  treatment  of  the  subject.  Such 
subjects  as  Family  Relationship,  simple  meal  planning  and  prep- 
aration, Home  Nursing,  etc.,  are  correlated  so  that  the  student 
sees  the  relationships  between  the  different  phases  of  housekeep- 
ing and  home-making. 

Text:  Elementary  Home  Economics. — Matthews. 

Home  Economics  B — 2 

This  course  is  a more  comprehensive  study  of  food  and  its 
relation  to  the  body.  The  management  of  current  problems  of 
the  home  and  an  elementary  study  of  Dietetics. 
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Text:  Food  Study. — Wellman. 

References : U.  S.  Dept.  Agri.  Bulletins;  Feeding  the  Family 
by  Mrs.  Rose  and  Current  Food  Journals. 

DOMESTIC  ART 

Elements  of  Costume  Design  by  Downs-O’Leary  B — 1 

This  course  is  planned  so  that  the  design  for  the  garment  is 
made  before  the  sewing  is  attempted  and  is  correlated  with  textile 
study  so  that  the  design  has  a direct  relation  to  the  article  to  be 
made. 

Vocational  Arithmetic  For  Girls  by  Nettie  Steward  Davis 

The  aim  of  this  book  is  to  give  the  student  some  knowledge 
of  how  to  adapt  the  principles  of  Arithmetic  to  business  problems. 

Text:  Clothing  for  Women — Laura  Baldt,  J.  B.  Lippincott, 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 

All  students  studying  Domestic  Art  are  required  to  have  the 
following  articles : scissors,  needles,  tape  line,  thimble  and  pins. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  MUSIC 

This  course  aims  to  create  a lasting  love  for  the  best  in  music 
and  to  develop  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  it,  also  to  develop 
the  ability  to  read  simple  song  at  sight. 

Rapid  review  of  problems  of  tone,  time  and  theory.  This  course 
embraces  rudiments  of  music,  sight  singing,  music  appreciation 
and  interruption. 

Text-hook:  “Senior  Laurel  songs.”  (3  3-4  hours  per  week.) 
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
